It was five years ago that an unknown 
young shooter astounded the seasoned 
competitors on the line by winning the 
Los Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club’s 
WESTERN NATIONALS Smallbore 
Prone Championship. That was two 
weeks following his 20th birthday. Now, 
three Critchfield 3200’s later, ALLAN F. 
KNOWLES, president of the Los 
Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club, is again 
WESTERN NATIONALS’ Cham- 
pion... for the third time. 

Switching wind conditions on May 3- 
4 were such that the only 1600 in the of- 
fing was wiped out in the final match at 
50-yds any, when David W. Kimes, 
World Champion at 300-meters Stan- 
dard Rifle, was caught for a point on 
each stage. 

Not that there weren’t those among 
the 81 competitors capable of firing 
1600’s! That was hardly the 
case...considering that Tom 
Whitaker had, two months earlier at the

17th Annual Western Wildcats 6400 in 
Phoenix, demonstrated the most 
fabulous display of precision shooting 
in the history of smallbore prone 
shooting — a perfect 6400-574X!!! 
Then, there were the Stidworthys — 
“1600 King’? George, and daughter 
Mary, the ‘‘1600 Queen’’. So, it had to 
be that there were conditions. 

An indication of things to come was 
the opening performance of 14-year-old 
Timothy O’Daly of Rowland Heights, 
Calif., in equaling Kathy Krilling’s 
National Junior Record of 400-37X 
while winning the Dewar iron. From 
then on, juniors played a prominent 
role... Whitaker Creedmoored Mary 
Stidworthy’s 399-27X to take the 100- 
yard... Former Olympic weight-lifter, 
“Lovable George’ Vartanian, shooting 
as an Expert, out-X’d Tim O’Daly, 399- 
31X to 399-30X at 50-meters. Knowles 
followed with 2 down, and Whitaker lost 
3 — points, that is... A 400-34X at 50- 


yds gave Knowles his only individual 
match victory. Whitaker dropped a 
point and said he never did figure out 
what happened. 

Computing the Metallic Aggregate, 
Allan Knowles, runner-up in the 1974 
National Metallic Sight Championship, 
had a comfortable lead — 1597-117X 
over Whitaker’s 1595-118X and George 
Stidworthy’s 1595-104X. Flanking them 
were Tim O’Daly at 1493-105X, Dave 
Kimes, Sp5, USAR - 1592-116X, and 
Mary Stidworthy — 1592-115X. 

As Masters took over the first relay 
with scope, National Any Sight Cham- 
pion Whitaker Creedmoored a 400-39X 
by George Stidworthy in the Dewar. 
Then, the wind came up. Only Dave 
Kimes at 400-31X. Greg Grown — 400- 
30X, and Gerry Marotta, got through the 
100-yd clean. In fact, it did seem that 
Kimes, who won the Any Sight Cham- 
pionship with the ranking 3200 at the 
Wildcats, had the scope situation well 
under control. His 400-32X in the meter 
was only approached by Mary Stid- 
worthy’s 400-30X and 400-27X by Ex- 
pert Victor Pacheco. Knowles had 
35X’s and Whitaker, 34X, with a point 
down... The wind was strongest and 
its most perplexing at 50-yds, which is 
frequently the situation on that range in 
the early afternoon. Kimes declared, 
“This is embarassing!”’ as he checked 
the score board. ‘“‘Twelve 400’s and | 
couldn’t clean either stage!” He was 
assured that many 1600 possibles have 
gone down the tube in that final 50-yd 
match (one being my own)... That 
match went to 15-year-old Greg Brown, 
of Glendora, Calif., who Creedmoored 
Whitaker’s 400-34X Quite a good 
feeling for a young shooter who just 
made Master after dominating the Ex- 
pert Class at the Wildcats! 

The scope matches took their toll, 
and the tabulations showed the 
National Ladies Any Sight Champion, 
Mary Stidworthy, and Greg Brown, 
National Junior Sharpshooter Position 
Champion, in the forefront in the Any 
Sight Aggregate, with Mary as winner, 
scoring 1599-132X, and Greg, 1599- 
126X. Whitaker followed at 1598-136X; 
Kimes, 1598-129X; Gerry Marotta, 1598- 
121X; and Knowles, George Stidworthy, 
and Bob Bjorklund, aggregating 1597’s 
— 137X, and a pair of 124X’s, in that or- 
der. 

Firing a ‘‘re-conditioned’’ 52D, 
ALLAN KNOWLES reasserted his 
supremacy on his home range, where 
he, incidentally holds the range 3200 
Critchfield record. He commented, “‘It’s 
been a long time since I’ve been able to 
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beat Tom!” ...As a matter of fact, a 
picture on the stat office wall showing 
Knowles and Whitaker in anything but 
a triumphant mood _ following last 
November’s Pacific States Fall Round- 
Up, is captioned by the photographer 
(Kimes), ‘““Guess Who Won? — Ken- 
dall’’. And, it was a repeat for National 
Smallbore Prone Champion, Major 
Presley W. Kendall, of the Kentucky 
National Guard. . . So, it boils down to 
the realities of competition. With all of 
the essential winning ingredients 
tossed together as in a salad, the end 
result is a winner. Toss that same com- 
bination of ingredients together on 
another occasion and different qualities 
may be dominant (among the same par- 
ticipants) . . . producing a different out- 
come... It keeps things interesting. 

National Civilian Champion Whitaker 
closed the gap by a point in the scope 
matches, narrowing Knowles’ lead to a 
point. Finishing with an identical X- 
count, their GRAND AGGREGATE 
totals were: KNOWLES — 3194-254X; 
Whitaker — 3193-254X. All three run- 
ners-up were shooting Pat McMillan 
barels — Whitaker, on his 52C, and 
George Stidworthy, in third place for a 
3192-228X, using a 37 action (as 
always) ...as did Mary, whose 3191- 
247X afforded her a choice of titles. In 
her final year as a Junior (she was 18 in 
February), she selected the High Junior 
award... Kimes, at 3190-245X, placed 
next, firing an Anschutz. He was 
followed by Juniors Greg Brown — 
3188-224X, and Tim O’Daly — 3187- 
249X, who waged a close contest. High 
Lady Nancy Webb totaled 3186-228Xx, 
out-X’ing a 3186-213X by Gerald 
Marotta, Vice President of the Los 
Angeles Rifle & Revolver Club. 

U.S. Marine Corps Reserve shooters 
seem to have little ‘‘traveling money” 
these days, and Major Jim Hinkle, of 
Atlanta, and his team were 
missed... with the exception of the 
four local members who gave a good 
accounting of themselves, especially in 
2-man team competiton. At 50-meters 
any sights, Sgt. Clinton Mills, of Long 
Beach, and Major Tren Williamson, of 
Simi, put together respective 400-33X 
and 399-33X scores for a 799-66X to 
claim the top award for the USMCR 
Gold Team. 

We always enjoy having Karl Kenyon 
at our tournaments. This well-known 
riflesmith needs no introduction. And, 
Jim Hill, back from Jordan, where he 
coached their team for the 1974 World 
Championships, has his son, Matthew, 
shooting now.

Collegiate 
Column 


“Collegiate Firing Line’ is an ex- 
periment. It will not be a ‘‘how-to”’ 
feature on shooting technique. Such 
advice is better given by others more 
qualified than |. It will not be primarily a 
tournament report, listing scores and 
medal winners. That news is available 
elsewhere (though too often too “‘old’”’ 
to be called ‘‘news’’). 

Intended particularly for college com- 
petitors, coaches, faculty advisors and 
junior shooters who will someday 
become part of _ intercollegiate 
programs, this column will focus on 
problems encountered by college and 
university rifle teams. 

Having struggled as a collegiate 
shooter myself with many of the same 
problems collegians face today, and 
knowing the sorts of administrative 
headaches coaches and faculty spon- 
sors go through, | hope to survey 
what’s going on in college shooting 
and offer approaches to overcoming 
the difficulties. 

“Collegiate Firing Line’ will focus on 
such problems as financing campus 
shooting programs, the administrative 
roles of ROTC, the college athletic 
department and department of physical 
education in developing a collegiate 
rifle team. 

What Title IX, bringing equal op- 
portunity to women in sports, means to 
collegiate shooting will earn our at- 
tention in’ one future column. In 
another, the switch to ISU shooting in 
college, collegians reactions to it and 
international opportunities available for 
college shooters will be examined. 

Coming up next time will be a look at 
the collegiate national championships, 
and a team which has won the 
collegiate rifle crown regularly in the 
past few years, East Tennessee State 
University. The selection process for

the All-American Intercollegiate Rifle 
Team will be scrutinized and 
“Collegiate Firing Line’ will choose its 
own All-Americans in the spring. 

This first column seems an ap- 
propriate time to share some historical 
notes with collegians too young to 
remember, and’ ask for additional ac- 
counts of the early history of college 
shooting from the participants. 
Shooters, in general, do not seem to 
have a very strong sense of their own 
history. Not even the National Rifle 
Association has complete records. As a 
result, most of us have only a vague 
notion that games involving marksman- 
ship skills somehow drifted through the 
eons, passing William Tell and Annie 
Oakley on the way down, but details of 
the older forms of our sport are rarely 
known. 

We can imagine in frontier America, 
backyard shooting contests were 
popular past times. And naturally, the 
military had an interest in fostering 
marksmanship among the populace. 

The presence of military training 
programs on campuses, the forerun- 
ners of ROTC, brought the sport of 
shooting to college. One of the earliest 
reports of a college rifle team dates 
from 1905, when Columbia University 
challenged Company K, 7th Regiment 
of the New York Guard. 

A couple years later, Columbia 
shooters won what may be the first 
NRA-sponsored collegiate match. On 
Christmas afternoon, 1907, Columbia, 
Harvard, Yale, Cornell, MIT and George 
Washington University fired on a six- 
point, 50-foot range set up by NRA ata 
sportsmen’s show in Grand Central 
Palace in New York City. 

Around 1910, NRA started regular in- 
tercollegiate matches, both indoors and 
outdoors. Postal and sectional com- 


petitions were devised, according to 
one NRA official, in 1910, after only five 
teams showed up that summer to shoot 
an intercollegiate outdoor match in 
Washington, D.C. The reason for the 
small number of entries — a reason still 
with us: lack of travel funds. 

By the late 1920s, there were postal 
matches for both men and women, and 
national-sectional championships for 
college teams. But the competition in 
those days doesn’t seem to have been 
too well supervised. It appears that, if 
you had guts enough to declare your 
team the national champions, and you 
could get people to believe it, then you 
were the national champions. An ad- 
vertisement in the May 1931 issue of the 
American Rifleman even went so far as 
to proclaim a team of women from the 
University of Vermont set a ‘‘new world 
record,” firing possible prone scores 
using a particular brand of ammunition. 

The girls from New England weren't 
the only women in college riflery, 
though. Kemper Military School in 
Boonville, Missouri first held a 
collegiate tournament in the early 
1930s. Still known today as the ‘Indoor 
Camp Perry,” the Kemper match at- 
tracted 13 teams from five states in 
1931. In 1975 more than 240 high 
school and college shooters travelled 
from 13 states to fire in the tournament. 
But this year’s competition couldn't 
have been more exciting than that 1931 
action, described in these words in an 
American Rifleman account: 


“In the girls’ event, the coeds fired 
with that same intensity that charac- 
terizes a woman’s will. But one point 
separated the winners from the runner- 
up team, the Municipal University of 
Wichita finally nosing out the Kansas 
Aggies, 385-384.” 

Years later, the shooting tradition 
begun by those early Kansas Aggie 
women was carried to new heights by 
Margaret Thompson Murdock, a two- 
time All-American at the same school, 
renamed Kansas State. 

Collegiate shooting has come a long 
way since the days when a group of Ivy 
Leaguers gathered in a carnival at- 
mosphere to shoot at a sports show. 
Today many collegiate shooters see 
themselves not as_ recreational 
shooters, playing a game for a hobby, 
but as serious athletes training for a 
goal no less lofty than the Olympics. In 
upcoming columns we will see if the 
collegiate program is helping our future 
champions prepare for the challenge of 
world competition.

.222 REMINGTON TO 30 CALIBER?? 


Being editor of a shooting magazine 
always places one in the position of 
supposedly knowing all and seeing all.

Since the .222 has so much success 
behind it what do you suppose would 
happen if those case dimensions were 
enlarged in proportion to make a .30 
caliber cartridge. What would it look 
like and what would it do?

In answer to your question, ‘‘What 
would be the result if the .222 case 
were expanded proportionally and used 
as the basis for a .308 cal cartridge?“ 
I’ve forgotten now what my first answer 
was but a little investigation might give 
the proper answer.

The expansion factor from .224 to 
.308 as suggested in your question 
would be 1.375. Using powder capacity 
first the 26.5 grains of H380 ball powder 
the .222 holds would become 36.5 
grains in the new .30 cal. The .375” 
base of the .222 case becomes .515”, or 
magnum size. 

So, immediately we need to decide 
which of the dimensions we use with 
the factor. If we use the linear dimen- 
sions only the base of .515” and a 
length of 2.34’’ would give us a case 
only slightly smaller than the .30-338 or 
.308 Norma. This would be more logical 


than using the volume or capacity. 
The answer then, if such an ex- 
periment is necessary, is to use the .30- 
.3838 shortened about .16’. For 100 yd. 
to 300 yd. Benchrest the .308 Win. with 
its smaller capacity would be more 
desirable. For 1000 yd. Benchrest, who 
knows? Maybe the 1000 yd. shooters 
are going for too large a capacity. We 
can say this for sure. — The search for 
higher velocity in order to reduce lag 
time is working from the wrong end. In- 
creasing the ballistic coefficient of the 
bullet is a much more potent weapon.

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time talking to each other about the 
problem. We’ve got to spend that time 
and effort talking to elected law makers 
and those that want office in the 
coming elections. We must register to 
vote, find out where the current law 
maker stands and where the candidate 
who wants the office stands on the 
issue. Then we must vote! 

That’s what the anti-gun groups are 
doing. They talk to candidates before, 
during and after the election. They 
change a lot of minds with these ac- 
tivities.

Udell is wondering at this 
point if those damn hunters and.gun 
owners are going to turn out the next 
time around or should he let the anti- 
gun groups know he sees eye to eye 
with them on the gun issue, and grab 
some votes.

This is real 
bad news for those of us who feel so 
strongly about the second Amendment, 
for if this right is lost, how long before 
others are lost.

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Benchrest Goes to Baltimore

The Patapsco Range, belonging to 
the Associated Gun Clubs of Baltimore, 
lies northwest of the city in picturesque 
Howard County. It is, in every sense of 
the word, complete. There are facilities 
for trap and skeet, big bore rifle, and 
handgun — plus 10 covered benches 
on a separate 100 yard range. 

On a warm and sunny Saturday, April 
26, seven members of the Englishtown 
Benchrest Shooters Association con- 
ducted an all day benchrest seminar for 
a crowd of visitors estimated at 
something between 125 and 150 in- 
dividuals. The New Jerseyans were in 
great good spirits, having been treated 
the night before to a buffet dinner, 
hosted by ‘“‘commuter member’ Bruce 
Hale, and his lovely wife, Ginger. 

Informality was the key ingredient, 
which comes pretty naturally to the 
EBSA‘ crew. It was fept that a “‘loose’’ 
approach would encourage questions 
— and it seemed to work. Lecturing 
was held to a minimum, being restricted 
to a brief history of group, shooting — 
and an outline of what the objectives 
are. 

The tools and techniques of 
reloading were demonstrated, and then 
visitors were put to work resizing 
necks, cleaning primer pockets, seating 
primers, etc. The reloading took on ad- 
ded significance when the realization 
dawned upon those preparing the

There were a number of experienced 


position and big bore shooters who 
were obviously intrigued with the 
challenge of precision riflery. These 
people especially enjoyed talking to 
Remington’s Jim Stekl, who had exam- 
ples of that company’s equipment on 
hand. Along with Bob White, Jim spent 
a great deal of the day in comfortable

conversation explaining the ‘“‘hows’”’ 
and ‘‘whys’’ of such benchrest 
esoterica as glue-ins; free floating 
barrels; fiberglass stocks, etc. 

Jack Reynolds’ experimental rifle 
drew a lot of attention — once it was 
recognized as a rifle — and not a piece 
of modern sculpture. In addition to the 
Big Gun, there were 10 assorted Var- 
mint and Hunter rifles, representing the 
craftsmanship of all the leading gun- 
smiths and barrel makers who supply 
us with the magnificent equipment. 

From about 10:30 on, the firing line 
was a center of activity. Coaching was 
a one-on-one thing, with all of us “EX- 
PERTS??” overjoyed to be talking, and 
not doing — the conditions were 
wicked. 

Lunchtime was as casual as the cir- 
cumstances dictated, and might have 
passed completely by had not Bob 
White announced he was “‘too weak to 
go on.” Being basically kind souls, 
Donalee Stekl and Johanna Gordon 
begged off from their reloading classes 
to track down several bags of burgers 
and shakes. 

The high light of the day was a 2 
target (plus warmup) mini-match. While 
the aggs, by and large, were un- 
derstandably big some _ promising 
groups were fired. Mel Faby, working 
with Bruce Hale’s 6 X 47 Hart, had a
